Anyone who works with type 


knows that the proper arrange- 
ment of type, can bring deep 
'personal satisfaction. Moreover, 
It's proper arrangement can dig 
deeply into the subconsclour of 
the reader. In other words, type 
(like life) can be beautiful. Typo- 
graphical matter can control 
thoughts and emotions. It can 
create a desire on the part of a 
newspaper reader to read a news 
story or an advertisement. Like- 
wise, poor use of type arrange- 
ment can be repelent and ugly. 
You may be interested in the 


reactions of the contest judges as 
they surveyed the 223 newspapers 
entered in the competition. 


Generally they found an im- 


provement in the typography em- 
ployed in these midwestern news- 
papers. They placed emphasis on 
more substantial headlines below 
the fold—on the bottom half of 
your Page l. 


The judges advocated 
that 


woman's page or pages could 
stand a change of pace from the 
bold heads used for general news 
matter throughout the rest of the 
paper. Light face heads with a 
different body treatment, for ex- 
ample, would better reflect the 
character of the copy on these 
pages. (The Evening Telegraph 
employs a light face type on Its 
social pages.)

The judge found most criticism 


in the field of advertising typogra- 
phy. 


They advocated "that greater 


care and attention must be given 
If improvements are to be made. 
The proper use of harmonious 
type faces and white apace would 
do much to remedy present typo- 
graphical problems. Even chain 
store and retail bargain news 
ads could benefit through proper 
use of type." 
The judges added, however, that 


some newspapers with the best ads 
did not place because of poor 
headlines and make-up.

Referring 
to presswork, 
the 


judges said that newspapers with 
presses 20 to 30 years old exhibited 
presswork comparable with some 
from newer presses. Uneven flow 
of ink gave some newspapers a 
mottled appearance. They equally 
condemned newspapers too'gray 
or too black.

That contrap- 
tion, a box-like affair weighting 35 
tons, had been.modified .by con- 
struction of a submarine-shaped 
float around it.

they descended to a depth of 8,063 
feet in the Mediterranean. Two 
days later they beat their own 
mark by going dowii to •,888 feet.

Apparently, Munson was thrown 


from the car. His body was found 
about 66 feet from where the ve- 
hicle halted. 


Coroner Preston said the car 


stopped about 300 feet from the 
curve where the car first went out 
of control. 


Deputy Burrs said considerable 


dissatisfaction was expressed today 
at the inquest regarding the amount 
of time it took to have an ambu- 
lance at the scene. 


He contended the accident was 


reported to him in the Dixon Po- 
lice station, that Robert Jones, 
Rock Falls, discovered the mishap 
on his way to Dixon. 


Burrs said he immediately sum- 


moned an ambulance, but that it 
took all of a half hour for one to 
arrive at the accident. 


Munson is the son of Mr. and 


Mrs. August Munson, Rock Falls, 
and was born March* 2, 1930, in 
Sterling.

Asked for comment on that, Ben- 


son said he did not know what the 
effect on dairy income would be, 
but he said he believed his new 
program would result in greatly 
increased 
consumption of dairy 


products, especially milk, with a 
resulting improved long term dairy 
market. 


The secretary said that in re- 


ducing the dairy props he had 
taken into account a provision of 
the law which requires him to set 
the support level at a figure he 
"determines necessary in order to 
assure an adequate supply." 


Over Supply 


It is apparent, he said, that pres- 


ent supports are assuring an over 
supply of some dairy products, 
particularly butter, cheese and 
dried milk. 


The specific support prices for 


butter, cheese and dried milk will 
be determined and announced later 
in the week, the secretary said. 


Still to be solved, the secretary 


said, is a question of what disposi- 
tion the government is to make 
of current dairy surpluses. He said 
a decision of some kind is expected 
in the near future. 


Benson went on to say the gov- 


ernment is exploring plans for 
moving some of the butter into 
retail markets. But there are real 
difficulties, he said, to such a plan.

A 25-year-old South Dixon 


township father is being held 
by Henry county authorities 
as a suspect in a 1953 armed 
robbery in which a Kewanee 
bartender was shot. 


Kenneth Wallace, Harriet ave- 


nue, just southwest of Dixon, was 
picked up Saturday night by Lee 
County Sheriff John Stouffer and 
Dixon Police Chief Frank Tyne. 


After questioning here, he was 


released to the custody of Henry 
county authorities who took him to 
the county jail in Cambridge. 


According to Henry County Sher- 


iff Harold Johnson, Wallace tenta- 
tively has been identified by the 
bartender as one of two men who 
attempted to rob the Skoot Inn, 
Kewanee. 


The arrest of the suspect came 
the wake of the apprehension of 


three other armed robbery sus- 
pects Friday in Rock Falls. 


Named as Gunman 


One of the three, Roy Zentz, 32, 


Rock Falls, has been identified by 
the Kewanee bartender as the gun- 
man in the Sept. 18, attempted 
robbery. 


According to Sheriff 
Stouffer, 


Wallace has b e e n unemployed 
here, but that he did work for a 
local building contractor. 


Henry County Sheriff Johnson 


said Wallace is the father of three 
children, the youngest being a 
week old and the oldest about three 
years. 


Kewanee Police Chief Clyde Ro- 


han *aid today that Morns Rose- 
beck, an employe of William Skut- 
nick, proprietor of the Skoot Inn, 
identified Wallace as one of the 
robbers. 


Rohan said that Wallace and 


Zentz were reported to have enter- 
ed the inn at about 11 p.m. and 
had a few beers while watching the 
fights on television. 


Rohan said Zentz pulled out a 


gun and said "this is a holdup." 
Nobody apparently paid any atten- 
tion to him. 


With that, the chief said, ZenU 


wielded the gun around the room. 
It went off and a slug hit Rose- 
beck in the leg. 


Frightened, the two ran out of 


the bar without getting anything in 
the try. They got away in a car 
parked outside the inn. 


Zentz was captured Friday in 


Rock Falls with two other sus- 
pects, Evans Blanton, 29, Rock 
Falls, and his older brother, Ar- 
thur, 33, New Bedford.

The three other men were arrest- 


ed in the home of Zentz' parents, 
Rock Falls, after officers from 
three counties and state police 
surrounded the residence. None of 
them resisted.

WASHINGTON Of) — Revenue 


Commission T. Coleman Andrews 
thinks the government can relieve 
about 35 million taxpayers from 
filing any individual income tax 
return at all next year - though 
they would still pay the tax. 


And he plans to double the num- 


ber of revenue agents, now about 
8,000, by adding 1,000 new agents 
a year to pick up l'/2 to 2 billion 
dollars In taxes he says, the gov- 
ernment is now missing, and check 
what he called a growing rise of 
evasion. 


Outlines Plans 


Andrews outlined these and oth- 


er far-reaching plans during clot- 
ed hearings two weeks ago before 
a House Appropriations subcom- 
mittee on his agency's budget. A 
transcript of his testimony was re- 
leased today. 


The commissioner said "consid- 


erable progress" has been made 
on a long-talked plan under which 
no tax return would be required 
atuoaii; a.irjua BSOIJ/A suosjad uioi; 
is subject to payroll withholding 
taxes. 


Employers would file a single 


report, covenng both income taxes 
anoSsocial security taxes. The gov- 
ernment would compute the tax 
and send the taxpayer a bill or 
a refund. 


That would leave only about 20 


million of the nation's 55 million 
jncome taxpayers still filing an- 
nual returns. 


Would Save Money' 


Andrews said the plan would 


save 35 million dollars a year 
through reduced paper work for 
the tax service, but add 10 million 
in costs to the social security ad- 
ministration. 


He told the committee that 1955 


is the target date for putting the 
plan into effect and "I think we 
can do it."

Democrats renewed criticism of 
the administration flexible farm 
price support proposals. 


Just As Popular 


But Walkins, just back from -a 


visit to his home state, said he 
found President Eisenhower ]ust 
as popular as ever in the West 
despite this criticism. 


"I don't think Republicans gen- 


erally are quite as popular as they 
were in 1952, but maybe we don't 
have to be to retain control of 
Congress," he said. 


Watkins, one of the original 


sponsors of Benson for his appoint- 
ment to the Cabinet post, said he 
thinks GOP members generally 
will applaud Benson's replacement 
of Howard H. Gordon as admini- 
strator of the department's Com- 
modity Stabilization Service, its 
big crop control and price support 
agency. 


Gordon was succeeded last week 


by James A. McConnell, New York

Battle of Word* 


With control of the legislative

Greece, we built up Western Eu- 
rope." 


The House Democratic leader, 


Rep. Raybum of Texas, took a 
similar line in a weekend speech 
in Washington. 


Rayburn also declared House

Benson tries to put over his sliding 
scale for farm pnce supports."

Heart Fund Helps Medicine 


Battle No. 1 Killer 


Anyone who does not shy away from medical statistics 


knows that from year to year heart disease tenaciously keeps 
its place as the nation's No. 1 killer. 
Roughly half of all deaths in the United States are at- 


tributable to diseases of the heart and circulation. The af- 
flictions strike ill iges. 
Deaths from these causes total more than three times 


the deaths from dread cancer, more than seven times the 
deaths from accidents, more than 25 times the deaths from 
tuberculosis, once the great scourge. 
In World War II 292,000 Americans lost their lives in 


four years, and we were appalled. In a single year, heart 
disease and related ailments kill some 771,000 people in this 
country.

Yet everything suggests that the ravages of this disease 


would be much worse were it not for the determined fight 
now being made against it by American medicine. Accord- 
ing to Dr. Robert L. King, president of the American Heart 
Association, some very important advances have been made 
in recent years. 
There are new drugs and surgical procedures which can 


often reduce high blood pressure when it threatens serious 
injury to heart, kidneys or brain. 
With the aid of penicillin promptly administered, rheu- 


matic fever, a menace to the heart, can be prevented. 


Drugs exist which inhibit the clotting of blood and thus 


minimize the chance of fatal complications following heart 
attacks.

Nowadays the surgeon slices into the heart with his 


scalpel almost as a routine matter, correcting defects present 
from birth, or repairing damage to valves that have been 
scarred and narrowed by rheumatic fever. 


Moreover, great progress has been made in programs to 


enable heart sufferers to continue as useful, productive mem- 
bers of society. Many "heart cripples" are being rehabili- 
tated and retrained. 


But the research which produces these new findings, 


these weapons against our greatest killer, takes a lot of 
money. This is the time of year when, through the Heart 
Fund drive, an appeal is made to all of us to contribute to 
further advances in the widening fight against the disease. 


It is no exaggeration to say that the measure of our in- 


dividual generosity in this cause will be, in sum, the measure 
of future progress toward curing or alleviating heart disease. 


Fat Chance! 


Russia's foreign minister Molotov offered Western Eu- 


rope a 50-year "security" pact which would kill NATO, elimi- 
nate the United States from all European defense arrange- 
ments, and ask the West to rely on Russia's good faith in giv- 
ing nonaggression assurances. 


That proposal lasted just long enough for Molotov to 


read it. Secretary of State Dulles wisely left it to France and 
Britain to answer the Soviet spokesman. They repudiated it 
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as quickly as they could. 


It amounted to Russia saying: "Cast off all these un- 
necessary safeguards and trust yourself to our tender mer- 
cies." Just imagine anyone taking that seriously. 


Molotov is shrewd enough to know such a proposal would 


get short shrift from the Allies. Why did he make it? For 
home consumption? Or does he think this kind of anti- 
Americanism will score heavily in Asia and with a minority 
in Europe? 


If Molotov and Co. were really keeping abreast, they 


would know that farfetched schemes like this one do very 
little to advance the Soviet cause in world eyes. In fact, they 
accomplish the reverse. Transparent efforts to delay and 
confuse show the world that Russia really intends no gen- 
uine concession toward the peace of the world.

Mobile Population, Medical Specialization 
Lead People Away From Family Physician

One of the most puzzling prob- 


lems for a great many people is 
brought up in today's first inquiry. 


Q—I don't like going to a doctor 


nowadays because you must know 
what particular doctor to go to 
with every particular ailment. I 
don't know where to begin. I have 
a pain m my left wrist, I feel my 
heart beat in my throat, and I get 
sleepy extremely easily. Mrs. H. 


A—Two things I think have 


happened to make the problem 
raised by Mrs. H. important and 
frequently difficult. One is that 
our population Is mobile, and 
therefore often do not get a 
chance to become established 
with one family physician. The 
second thing is the great scienti- 
fic and technical advance* in 
medicine have made it exceed- 
ingly difficult for a single physi- 
cian to keep up, hence the growth 
of specialism. Ordinarily, 
the 


first physician for a person like 
Mrs. H. to tee would be a family 
physician or an internist. The 
names of practitioners can be ob- 
tained from the local county med- 
ical society, or the Directory De- 
partment of the American Medi- 


cal Association at 535 North Dear- 
born Street, Chicago, or from lo- 
cal hospitals.

NEW YORK—The fact that Harry Truman was president of the 


United State* for more than seven years by the original decision of the 
Communist Sidney Hillman should not shield him from objective his- 
torical appraisal as to his guilt or innocence in re the growth of Com- 
munism in government. This man came of bad political background 
which he has never had the morals to apologise for. And he went 


from bad to much worse when he graduated from 
the Senate to the White House on Roosevelt's death. 


If a man has been a dignified and respectable 


president, even though a mediocre one or terribly 
incompetent, we are justified in giving him the 
benefit of all doubts out of respect for the office. 
After all, we elected him, in a manner of speak- 
ing, although it is a fallacy to say that the peopl* 
actually do choose presidents, and we should take 
the consequences of his honest failures. 


But Truman has been making frequent political 


forays into New York where he has led vulgar pro- 


cession* of city-side reporters up Park and down Lexington, crying 
flippancies at hackmen and clowning it in contrast to another former 
president who lives soberly and sedately in the same tall building, 
the Waldorf Tower. Not etfen Theodore Roosevelt ever descended to 
crude vulgarity. It is not that reporters and hackmen are unworthy 
of an ex-president's attention on the streets. It is not they who are 
cheap and raucous. It is Truman who degrades the office which he 
held so long and \vith such terrible consequences to all of us. When 
he remarked recently that he always slept well and had never taken 
a sleeping pill in his life, I got bitter letters from parents of young 
men who had been wiped out in their most promising time of life. 
They really hate this man and they do not sleep that well. One writer 
said he woke up almost every morning at four o'clock, the time when 
his son went down in a plane. 


Now the issue is being joined 


Was the Democratic party the 
party of the treason?

any Democratic politician deny 
that it was? 
I am not now at 


tempting to argue that the Demo 
cratic voters were intentional par 
ties to the betrayal of the country 
which so many of them love with 
a devotion as great as any Repub 
lican ever could boast of.

The insinuation is 


that to suppress the record and 
escape political or more persona; 
punishment for their guilt. po»si. 
bly in the historical pillories, these 
Democrats will make it impossible 
for Eisenhower to redeem some o 
the crimes of the Democratic party 
and its Communist proteges. 


Truman's personal blame is in 


escapable. 
He was the chief o 


state and the principle of the chain 
of command plainly applies to 
him, and to the party which first 
yielded to the enemy in 1933. Tru 
man and his predecessor appointee 
spies to important offices and 
abused and in many cases frus- 
trated patriotic men and women 
who tried to protect their country 
Cabinet officers selected by these 
two president cooperated with Rus 
sian agents and with American 
friends of Soviet Russia who in 
sist that they are very intellec- 
tual fellows but also that they 
were duped. 


I could name many of them who 


might have been shot by firing 
squads before the American peo- 
ple were brain-washed of their 
true patriotic instincts. 


In the final analysis, Roosevelt 


and Truman were responsible. 


It is futile to say that they did

SAIGON, Indochina —«»- The 


French High Command announced 
today that troops defending Luang 
Prabang have thrown back a Com* 
munist-led Vietminh attack made 
by advance rebel units who cross- 
ed the Mekong River about eight 
miles north of the Laotain royal 
capital. 


The communique said the Viet- 


minh force was estimated at bat* 
talion strength. 


French defenders also tangled 


with rebel troops in the Suong Riv- 
er Valley, about eight miles north- 
east of Luang Prabang, putting 
them to flight. 


A French spokesman said about 


1.500 
Vietminh guerrilla 
troops 


around Luang Prabang's defense 
line have been reinforced by an 
undetermined number of regular 


rebel units. But the bulk of the 
Vietminh forces, were reported 
still in the Bac River Valley, about 
45 to 50 miles north of the capital 
city. Advance elements were near 
the Nga River Valley, about 19 
miles ahead of the main group. 


The post of Muong Sai, the last 


French strong point north of the 
capital, again was attacked by 
Vietminh mortar fire, the spokes- 
man reported. French fighters and 
bombers retaliated by plastering 
the Vietminh batteries. 


Fighting appeared to have Black- 


ened elsewhere on the checker* 
board fronts of the war. 


A French spokesman said Sun- 


day the encircling rebel forces ap- 
peared to be easing back from po- 
sitions they have held for three 
months. 


France? Britain Will Stick 
With NATO, Russians Told 


BERLIN (let— France's Foreign 


Minister Georges Bidault told the 
Russians today the nations of west- 
ern Europe will stick to the alli- 
ances they have made with the 
United States. 


And Britain's Foreign Secretary 


Anthony Eden declared the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization is 
here to stay. 


Thus the two European repre- 


sentatives of the Big Four foreign 
ministers conference, now in its 
dying stages, served notice on So- 
viet Foreign Minister V. M. Molo- 
tov that he is up against a solid 


Seizures Show 
Hike in Trade 
Of Raw Opium 


WASHINGTON Iff) — An eight- 


fold increase last year in seizures 
of raw opium—principal source of 
heroin—has been reported by the 
U.S. 
customs service. 


In testimony before the house 


appropriations 
committee, Dep. 


Customs Commissioner Chester A. 
Emerick said that in the fiscal 
year ended last June 30, customs 
officers seized 3,857 ounces of raw 
opium as it was being smuggled 
into the United States. 


Seizures of marihuana, virtually 


all from Mexico, totaled 25,370 
ounces, he said. 


Emerick told the committee the 


overall narcotics situation is "defi- 
nitely improving." 


"Over the past several years 


Jiere has been a constant reduc- 
:ion in the number of addicts and 
he amount of drugs smuggled into 
the United States," he said.

Italy as the principal source of 
heroin," Emerick said. "Even on 
the west coast, this European her- 
oin domoinates the illicit traffic. A 
secondary (but very important) 
source of heroin is the Orient."
